DURRANT'S GOOD CHARACTER. 

Course or Ills Counsel Taken to Indicate 
That They Have Made Up 
Their Case. 

San Francisco, Oot. 1 —If tho manner in 
which tho attornoys for tho defonoo in tbo 
trial of Thoodoro 'ant aro handling thoir 
caao is any indication of tho strength ot 
their position, tho prosecution bolioves th* 
devolopmonts of to-day kavo little doubb of 
tho prisoner's conviction. To the surprise of 
evorybody tho dofonoo this afternoon began 
the calling of witnesses to show 
tho previous good charaator of tho young 
Sunday eohool superintendent!. By tho 
proaocutlon this step is Interprotod to mean 
that tbo dofonco has introduced all of tho 
ovidenou that ib has to rofuto tho teatlmony 
piled up by the people. If this be true, the 
verdict of tho jury ia a forcgono conclusion. 
Nob only has the defenoe failed to establish 
an alibi for Durrant, but Ib has actually 
strengthened tbo caae against tbo prisoner, 



THE STAMBOUL MASSACRE. 

Representations Made to tho Turkish 
Authorities to Stop tke Mussul- 
man Excesses. 



Outrages by tho Sottas— What Is 8aiU 
on the Other Side of the 
Question. 



London, Oct. 4 — A dospatoh to the Pall 
Mall Gazette from Constantinople, publish- 
ed this morning, says ono of the foroign dol- 
ogatos to tho international oommisalon in- 
quiry says its roport will show that the to- 
tal number of inhabitants of the Saaaoun 
valley did not excoed 4,000, and tho number 
of Armonians kil'.od in tho capture of the 
villagoBof Somal,ShemukandGh[<liguz»n,und 
in tho taking of tho Antokohodugh pass was, 
at tho moat, 300 to 500. It is also claimed 
tho roport will demonstrate that thoro is no 
ovidenco tint anyono was killed in cold 
blood or that thero was any mutilation of 
women or children. It is finally assorted by 
the delegate referred to, according to tho 
Pall Mall Gazette, that about forty porsons 
woro buried in tho death pit at Gheliguzin, 
and tho statement of tho number of womon 
who throw themselves over tho oliff to avoid 
dishonor is false. 

Tho foroign office officials havo exprosaod 
tho opinion that the disturbance at Constan- 
tinople will seriously embarrass tho powers 
in their efforts to bring about roformB in Ar- 
menia. They hold that a heavy responsibi- 
lity rests upon the Armenians for partici- 
pating in the riots ac Constantinople, and 
the opinion is gaining ground that the re- 
oent oventa there havo caused a revulsion of 
fooling throughout Europe and thoso who 
aro urging tboir government to take immed- 
iate stops to Bave tho Armenians from op- 
pression begin to see dlatinotly that there Is 
another side to the question. 

Constantinople, Oct. 3. — Thursday 
evening, via Sofia, Bulgaria, Oot. 4.— Tho 
Armenian church in Constantinople and 
ether churches situated in different parta of 
tho Turkish capital are all crowded with 
refugoea, Nearly 500 Armenians ure in the 
Patriarchio church alone. Tbo sooneB in 
tho churches are heartrondintr in tho ex- 
treme; many womon and children aro be- 
wailing tho loss of husbands and fathers. 
Tho Armonians declare that the TurkiBh 
mob committed moat of the terrrible ex- 
coasea during Monday night last, tho date 
tho rioting first broke out. A woman 
named Aghavni, was waa enoiente, was 
ripped open, it is claimed, and her child ex- 
posed to the jeering mob. It is added that 
tho eamo woman's daughter, 14 years old, 
was publioly raviahed. It is atill impossible 
to announce the exact number of killed or 
wounded, bnb all accounts concur in Baying 
that tho Turkish polica countenanced tho 
excosaos. According to tho Armenians 
about 200 were killed during th« riob, 

After a conference of tho ambassadors to- 
day energetic representations were made to 
tho Turkish Foreign Minister complaining 
of tho exooaaeB committed on Monday and 
Tuosday, as much by bho police as by the 
Mussulman populace, on tho prisoners and 
wounded, many of whom were dispatched 
with hludgeonB while others wore moat 
cruelly maltreated. The representatives of 
tho powers bogged the Foroign Minister to 
tako measures to prevent the foreign reai- 
donta of Constantinople from Buffering and 
to reatoro order. 

Tho United States minister, Alexander 
Torrill, also made repreaontationa to the 
Turkiah government requoatlng that steps 
be takon to ensure tho safoby of tho U. S. 
mlsalonarioB in the Koumkapon quarter. 
Messrs. Chirton and Hunter, tho newly ap- 
pointed U. S. consuls, started for Erzoroum 
and Harpoo, reBpootively, to-day. The 
British consul at Trobizoudo has been in- 
structed to grant thorn ovory facility and 
protection in the accomplishment of their 
journoy and in establishing chomaelvoa at 
their poata. 

Tho Turkish quartors are guarded 
throughout tho night in onlor toprovent the 
Mussulman inhabitants from coming out and 
renewing the disturbances. The city is now 
tranquil although it is still palrolled by 
troops and police and there is yet much ap- 
prohonsion among tho Armonians. Tho 
fjoftas were especially guilty of groat ex- 
cesses on Tuosday, especially during tbo 
raid on tho Armenian quartor, which they 
mado at night. At Tookurtchesme, near 
Stumboul, tho students and populace 
broko into on Armenian building, killing 
1 5 porsona and wounding 25 others. In ad- 
dition, it la eaid, that they immediately oon- 
voyod tho bodioa to tho ahoro and threw 
thorn into the sea. Thoro wan anothor 
fierce fight in an Armonian oafo at Scutari, 
during whioh several porsons were killed 
and woundod on both aides. At Haaskein, 
a number of Armonian houooi woro brokon 
into and ransacked by tho Sottas, who 
killed a numb ir of Armenians inhabiting 
those buildings, 

On tho other hand, it ia said that near 
Stamboul revolvers were used from the win- 
dows of Armonian houses and all tho Ar- 
menian inhabitants wcro arroated. Owing 
to tho throats of the Sottas, tho Armonian 
college ab Galata has boon closed. Ab bhe 
invitation of the Armonian notabilitioa, act- 
ing on tho requoab of tho Turkiah govern- 
ment, aome of tho Armenians who 
had sought refuge in tho Koumka- 
pon cathedral havo returned to tholr 
homea, bub tho majority refused to 
leave the aaorcd edifioa out of fear of being 
arroatod and maltreatod by tho Turka. Tho 
arroab of Armenians continues bo bo mado in 
all parts of bho city, and tho police are mak- 
ing domioillary visits wherever tbo Armon- 
ianB live and are searohing all the Armonian 
storoB. Thoro were further troubloa yestor- 
day ab Toppane, during which aboub forty 
poraona wore wounded.

ARMENIAN SITUATION. 

The Case Looked ut From an American 
Standpoint. 

New Y/ojik, Oct. 4.— Tho following is tho 
American version of the troubles ab Con- 
stantinople. Ib is claimed by tho TurkB, 
and apparently believed in cortain influon- 
tlal quarters, that tho rioting of the Armen- 
ians In Constantinople Is really nothing more 
than the work of Armonian agitators, who 
are doairoua (A bringing aboub tho dismem- 
berment of tho Turkish omplro. In fact it 
has boon hinted that those agitators havo an 
understanding with Russia and therefore tho 
Associated Press representative to day ques- 
tioned tho chairman of tho Phil-Armenian 
association of America, whioh covers tho 
whole United States, regarding tho state of 
uffaira in Constantinople viowed from tho 
standpoint of that association. The chair- 
man, Mr. J. J. Roonoy, cuatom house 
brokor, Williams street, Bald : "Tho pres- 
ent outbreak in Constantinople speaks for 
itaolf. The cause is perfootly clear and 
should not be misunderstood by tho Ameri- 
can people. If Americans can consistently 
sympathise with tho struggles of the insur- 
gents of Cuba, they surely can extend a 
helping hand to tho Armenians, whoEo 
position for centuries Imb buen infinitely 
worso. 

As to tho preaont outbroak tho dispatches 
of the Associated PresB show that a number 
of prominent Armenians went on Monday to 
tho official residence of tho Grand Vizier of 
Constant inoplo in order to poacofuily present 
a petition for tho amelioration of thecondition 
of their poople. They woro met by the polioe 
and forcibly dispersed. In other words, 
their right to present a petition was denied 
and tho petitioners were attacked by Turkiah 
gendarmes. Thab a riot should enaue un- 
der tho circumstances is certainly nob hard 
to understand, nor can tho poople of the 
United States logically sympathise with the 
refusal of tho authoritioa to receive tbo state- 
ment of their grievances. In view of tho 
fearful reoord of bloodshed it waB not sur- 
prising that some of tha petitioners should 
have the moans of defence in aaeo of emer- 
gency. It is aaid by tho enemiea of tho 
Armenians thab fchla outbreak waa tho result 
of a soorcb revolubionary movemenb, that ib 
waa especially designed to provoke blood- 
shed in order to attract attention and the 
intorvontion of Europe. Tho conoluBive 
answer to this charge is that ib waa not 
necessary, in view of tho acknowledged 
facta, to plaeo any more bloodBhod in evi- 
dence before Europe and the civilized world. 



FIGHTING IN CUBA- 

Two More Engagements Announced— Captnrca 
of Insurgents. 

Havana, Oob. 4,— A column of troopa 
numbering 300 men, commanded by Colonel 
Seguri, has had a brush with the insurgents 
ab Camp Arroyo Blanco. Two Insurgents 
were killed, one cf them being Major Ca- 
blno, Vusquez, whoso body has boon identi- 
fied. Nine insurgent prisoners arrived here 
to-day from Camaguay. They were Bent to 
tho fortreBB of Cabana. Among them was 
Joao Prado, editor of El Cubano, a daily 
newspaper devoted to bho cause of the in- 
surgents. 

In an ambuscade fight near Camujero, 
province of Puerto Principe, tho inaurgent 
leader, Paco Rocio, waB killed. It is offi- 
cially reporbed that In the engagement be- 
tween tho insurgents and Spanish troops at 
VaraB. near Sancti Spiritus, the lnaurgenta 
Iosb 40 killod and 135 wounded. Among 
tho latter waB Serafin Sanohin, who led the 
insurgents. When a mile away from the 
scone of tho fighting he was wounded by a 
Iflo bullet. 



DEATH ON THE RAIL. 

Bluejacket Blackett, of H.U.S. "Royal JLrtkur," 
Struck and Almost Instantly Klllud by 
an Esqulmalt Tram. 

Able soamen Blackett, of H.M.S. Royal 
Arthur, mot a torriblo death at 7:15 o'clock 
laBt evening, undor tho wheelB of car No. 17 
of tho Victoria Electric Tramway Co. It 
waB on tho outward trip, and Fleet Surgoon 
Cox waa the only pasaengor; tho car, 
in charge of Conductor F. Peat and 
driver J. Hume waa descending] 
u Blight incline with power ahub off and waB 
about ono hundred yards to tho oasb of Ad- 
miral's road when tho tragedy was enacted. 

Just how ib happened can only bo sur- 
uiiaed. Tho driver s«w nothing and hoard 
nothing until a dark form staggered out of 
tho bashes at the sido of bho road, stumbled 
ovor tho ditoh which Hob botwoon theao 
bushea and tho track, and fell faoo down on 
tho rails right in fronb of tho dashboard. 
In au infltant tho whocls had passed over 
tho prostrate figuro and, strango bo say, re- 
turned to the rails again. 

The oar was stopped in Its own length and 
Surgoon Cox mado a haaty examination of 
Blaokott'B injuries, finding that hie buck 
had boon broken and thers wob little or no 
hopo. The victim of tho accident was takon 
on board tho car and conveyed to the can- 
toon, where a stretcher was prooured, and 
then to thn Naval hospital. Ho died thero 
without having onco regained consciousness 
and within twenty mlnutoii from tho time 
of tho accident. 

A Bailor's version of the fatality, that 
Blackott was a pasaongor on tho car and 
Bwung round and undor tho wheola while at- 
tempting to stsp from tho rear platform 
while tho car was in motion, ia givon a de- 
nial by tho tramway poople, who relate the 
circumstances of tho tragedy as abovo. 
Blaokotb had been on shore loavo since 1 
o'clock in the afternoon and had apparently 
boon taking a nap in the bushes when roused 
by the oar boll. In ondeavoring to rooover 
hia boaringB he started In the diroo- 
tion of the boll — did nob notice tho 
ditoh, ond fell in front of tho wheels 
as rolated. Both trucks passtd over the 
back and shoulders, and (the injuries bo in- 
flloted could not but prove fatal. Conductor 
Peat and Driver Humo were laid off imme- 
diately aftor the accident, ponding tho re- 
sult of tho inquest this morning, and .Super- 
intendent Endean himself took oharge of tho 
oar for tbo remainder of tho night.

Ottawa, Oot. 4.— M. T. Johnson, of 
Victoria, baB been appointed a member of 
tho pilotage authority for the district of 
Victoria. 

Tho request of the British Columbia so.il- 
ora that tho commission to aBSOBS tho Behring 
sea soizuro damages shall sib at Victoria will 
bo aocoded to. The govornmont will en- 
deavor to securo tho aseont of tho authori- 
ties ab Waahington to the apeedy appoint- 
ment of two commissioners, one represent- 
ing England and Canada, and the other the 
United StateB. Tho dooiaion of the com- 
missioners, if unanimoua, will bo fiuar. 
Upon the points in regard to which they 
disagree, they will roport to their re- 
spective governments, when, If a settlement 
ounnot bo reached through the usual dip- 
lomatic channols, tho aervioea of un umpire 
in the person of the representative of & 
noutral powor will be invoked. Sir Julian 
Puuncefote's prosenb vislb to Ottawa ia to 
diaous8 with the government bho method of 
procodure before the commission, and bo 
loarn fully the viowa whioh the government 
holds. Sir Julian visited the Supreme 
court to-day, and waa invited to ait on the 
benoh. 

A militia general order will be issued to- 
morrow containing tho announcement that 
Genoral Gascoigno assumed command of tho 
Canadian militia from tho let inat. 

Regulations for the entrance examinations 
to tho Royal Military College In June next 
are published. An important ohange is 
made by which matrioulanta of aix Cana- 
dian univoraitiea, Toronto and QuoenB, On- 
tario ; McGill and Laval, Quebec; the Uni- 
versity of New Brunswick, N.B.; and Dil- 
houaio University, N.S., are to bo allowed 
to entor as oadots on tbolr matrioulation cer- 
tificates, provided they are within the age 
limit, viz : 15 to 19. 

The proclamation declaring the Frenah 
treaty in force will bo iBsued In a few duye. 
The government received a Ciblo diapatch 
to-day announcing that the ratification 
negotiations had been almost concluded. 

The Dominion account books for tho lasb 
fiscal year wero closed to-day. The revenue 
was $33,029,800. During the past quartor 
the revenue waa half a ; million better than 
last year, and the expenditure a quartor of 
a million lesB.

FrospectB Move Favorable Thau Those 
Which Characterized the Early 
Days of Trail. 



Some of the Most Promising Claims- 
Assays Which Have Been 
Made, 

NAKTOP, Sept. 2S.— (Special)— Few if any 
oataido of Kootenay have as yet hoard of 
the Cariboo Crook dietciot, but within a 
yoar thia atato of thinga will be altogether 
reveraod, aa tho eootlon promises much aa a 
gold producing diatriot. It ia aituated on 
tho left bank of the Columbia river, about 
twenty mlloa below Nakuap, and IB oven now 
as oa8ily reached aa tho older and producing 
• eotiocs of Kootenay. Eighteen montha 
ago tho discovery of gold in email quantities 
in the bend uf Cariboo creek areated the 
firat interest in tho diatriot and in May, 
1S'J4, a number of proapeotora made tholr 
way into the creek and took up placer 
ground. Thoro were few placea along the 
creek where colora could not be obtained 
anil tho tirRt locators had great hopes for a 
time, oven neighboring ranchers sharing in 
tho excitement. Tho towneito of Burton 
City was plotted on tho Columbia, and pre- 
parations were mado by hydraulic workings 
on a small bouio. In August arrangements 
were about completed when a froshet came 
nnd washed out dams, flumes and sluice 
boxes, and closed Cariboo Crnok history aa a 
plucor district. Tho disappointed prospec- 
tors then turned their attention to tho moun- 
tains on either side of the creek and during 
tho samo fill Bovoral very promising ledgee 
woro located, some 38 olainia in all being 
recorded. 

Assays mado from tho surface croppinee 
woro bo very favorable that In tho following 
Bpring scores of prospectors poured into the 
new district, and when tho suowdrove them 
out this fall 150 addiiional claims had bson 
located. Tho ditt-lob so far as prospected 
covers an area of 100 equare miles, and Is 
drained by Cariboo, Mineral, Goat, Snow 
and Avalanche creeks. The logea havo been 
generally found in Blate and porphyry, and aa 
far as thoy have been prospected show up 
permanent and atrong. The lodge mattor is 
mado up of a whito and stained quartz 
heavily mineralized with arsenical iron, car- 
rying coppor and gold in oonaiderable quan- 
tities, and in some cases galena and silver. 
Without exception the claim-holders in the 
district are men of very limited moana and 
consequently they have beon unable bo do 
more than the bare assesBment work neces- 
sary to bold their properties, but the show- 
ings consequent upon the work done are 
much more favorable than those which 
marked the oarly days of Trail Creek. In 
no case has a greater depth than .'!0 feet been 
obtained, but in every instanco tho quulity 
of the oro has shown improvement as the 
shaft was sunk. Assays have been had all 
the way from §200 to §10 in gold pur ton, 
but aa yet nothing in the shape of u general 
asaay has boon attempted. For the reason 
that capital has not yot been enticed into the 
district and demonstrated itspraotioal worth 
properties can as yot be Bocured upon moat 
advantageous terms Most of those holding 
claims have more than they oan represent, 
and they will give oxcoptional inducements 
to those who will apond sufficient money to 
dotormino the extent and value of the ledges, 
as tho establishment of one property wlli 
greatly enhance the value of all the holdings 
in tho district. 

Thero was too much snow upon the hills 
to see all tbo claims when your correspond- 
ent vieited the diatriot, and only those upon 
which tho most work had been done were 
looked at, Tho firat location made was the 
Golden Eigle, by a proBpeocor named Hardy 
w'joso name has since been given to the 
ledge. Getting into difficulties Hardy de- 
sired to sell speedily, and, before any work 
had been done, ho aooured a very high gold 
assay with the aid of somo placer gold from 
tho oreek and sold a half interest to Messrs. 
MoDougall and Tingling. Since then a 
shaft of some fifteen feot hua boen sunk up- 
on tho ledge, which is looked upon as the 
moat promising in the camp. Nothing like 
the Hardy assay hua aince beon secured but 
the ledge has been shown to be about eight 
feot wide with good clean walla. The 
Golden Eagle rock looks as if it would con- 
centrate weli, and being but nine miles from 
Burton City tho property offorB a tempting 
inducomont to oapital. About a milo from 
the Golden Eiglo on the right aide of Min- 
eral creek ie located tho War Eagle, from 
which bona fide assaya havo been had aa high 
aa $66 in gold per ton. Thero are Bix persona 
interested in this proporty and thoy have 
run in a 20 foot tunnol cross cutting the 
ledge and aunk upon it 17 feet. 
The croppinga of thia ledge were 
quite similar tothosoof the Golden Eagle, 
but In the foot of tho shaft they have a much 
bettor looking rock, and with a little more 
work would hi in position to make a trial 
shipment. Thero are five other claims 
located upon the War Eigleledgo, the chief 
of which is the British Columblo, owned by 
Messrs. MoDonold, Shorria and Milne. 
Thoro is a shaft of 20 feot sunk upon the 
lodgo horo, the oro from which differs Borne- 
what from oither of tho other claims in that 
it carries considerable galena and less gold. 
Tho last asaay gavo a roturn of 80 ouncea 
silver and §625 gold, but tho opinion of many 
ia that tho galena will work out aa depth is 
obtained. 

Tho Promestora, a olaim located by Nel- 
son Darners on the aamo orook about a milo 
above tho British Columbia, has given a imo 
very higli aaaays. Sovoral foot of tunnel 
havo boon put in upon thia ledgs, which 
variea from six to eight feet in width. 
Through thia several rich steaks havo been 
encountorod, asaaying aa high aa §167 in 
gold, bub they are not suiliciently per- 
manent. Thurn was a working bond of 
§15,000 offered on thia property, but owing 
to a disagreement among tho co-owners tho 
oiler waa not accepted. Aa three-fourtha of 
the claimB in tho district woro looated this 
aouaon tho assessment work will not bo done 
before next season, so that ab preaent tho 
district ia mainly a camp of prospects, but 
were thoy located in Trail Crook or any dis- 
trict of demonstrated worth the same pros- 
pectB would command thousands, whereas 
to-day thoir owners oannot securo hundreds. 
Thero is not ono discouraging featuro in 
Cariboo Crook. The district) awaits tho 
coming of oapital aftor which it will doubt- 
Iobb soo as much activity an has oharaotor- 
izad Trail Creek.

Rebels OTcrrunnlntr tho Island— The Spanish 
Array Demoralized. 

New Yokk, Oct. 4 —The World to-mor- 
row will print extraota from a privato lotter 
from Cuba which predicts a famine if the 
war continues. Tho troops in tho Interior 
part of the island aro Buffering unhoard-of 
hardships. They aro famished, without 
clothes, ahoelosB, and without medical at- 
tendance Tho vory officers confoBB the to- 
tal demoraliz ition of tho armyandpronounee 
the difficulty insurmountable.

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WHA T IS A " MORAL RIGHT " ? 

The Toronto Globa aays that Principal 
Grant's poaltion on the school quaation ia 
summarized in tho first sentence of hia 
lotter publiBhed that day : " Having slatod 
that in view of all the facta of the case 
Manitoba ia morally bound to take action 
•which shall meet the spirit of bhe aecond 
decision of the Privy Council, I doaire to 
point out in this communication that the 
present Parliament of Canada has nob the 
moral right to intrude into the Provincial 
domain." Before anyone oan doclde whether 
the Reverend Principal's position ia sound or 
nob we must find out what is the Provincial 
domain. The Provincial domain is defined 
in the Provincial constitution. Tho consti- 
tution states with sufficient clearneaa what 
in this matter of denominational education 
are the rights of tho Province and what are 
the po iverB of Parliament. How far a con- 
stitutional right ia a moral right we will not 
take upon us to 8ay. There are many who 
hold that they generally mean protty much 
the same thing. 

In this matter of education the Constitu- 
tion ziveB the denominational minority tho 
right in certain casoa to appeal to tho Fed- 
nr il Gov ernment ngainat the declaiona oi the 
Provincial Legislature, and lb also gives 
Parliament the power to act when tho Pro- 
vincial Legislature rofusas or negleots to 
provide a remedy for the grievance com- 
plained of. Now, when Parliament exor- 
cisea this constitutional power to rodroes 
tha grievance of a minority, it cannot bo said 
to " Intrude " on tho Provincial domain. 
To intrude, we take it, is to enter without 
right. A person clothed with authority can- 
not bo 36.id to intrude when ho enters a place 
Ismail? to exercise that authority. Ha may 
!> un'Telcome, he may be disliked, hia visit 
may be reaonted, but ho cannot wibh any 
approach to propriety bo considered an in- 
truder. Prinoipal Grant is a loarned man 
and tho head of a college, it is theroloro not to 
ha eipocted that he would use tormB, particu- 
larly when the occasion ia important, loosoly 
<.r improperly. If Parliament oxercisea ita 
authority with roepect to the Manitoba 
cchool difficulty after having been applied to 
in the proper manner and ac- 
cording to the Constitution it oannot 
with any approach to propriety be 
said to " intrude," and whether its consti- 
tutional right to intorforo is also a moral 
ri .jht is a question which in our opinion it is 
nob by any moans dilliculb to docide. 

What aro tho facts in thla case? Tho 
denominational minority in Manitoba con- 
sidered that thoy had been aggriovod. 
They applied to tho Govornor Goneral-ln- 
Council for a remedy. It was decided by 
bho highest tribunal in tho Empire that 
their appeal was constitutional, and that 
thoy have a griovanoo. The Fodoral Gov- 
ernment have represented tho matter to the 
Government of Manitoba asking thorn to 
remedy the griovanoo. Ib ia Baid 
that tho request is objootionablo in 
form, bub that ia of little consequence. Tho 
Government of Manitoba declined to do 
anything in tho matter. Tho Fodoral Gov- 
ernment havo ropoated tho requosb in a 
milder form. It is yot to be seen whothor 
or not thia socond requosb will bo complied 
with. Aaaume that it will nob, that the 
Government of Manitoba will say, " Wo do 
nob believe that tho minority in this pro- 
vince have boon injured in any way by our 
legislation. Thoy havo no good roason for 
thoir complaint. Wo will not oonaonb to a 
compromiee of any kind." Will Prin- 
cipal Grant, in that case, a y 
that tho Federal Government musb drop tho 
subject, that it has no moral righb to aubmib 
the matter, aa tho constitution prescribes, 
to Parliamont, and that Parliament has no 
moral righb to take notion in tho mabtor. 
Tho Prinoipal aays thab tho Govornmont of 
Manitoba is morally bound to take action 
which ihall meob tho spirib of tho second 
docision of tho Privy Council, bub if the 



Govornmenb of Manitoba refuses to rooog- 
n'zo this moral obligation aro wo to under- 
stand that Parliament haa no moral right to 
do anything towards remedying tho griev- 
ance of tha minority, although the Constitu- 
tion gives it tho power to aot in tho mutter? 
It ia not a little Bit gular that although Prin- 
cipal Grant ab tho beginning of hia lottor 
stated " that tho present Parliament of Can- 
ada haa not tho moral right to intrude into 
the provincial domain," he, almoab at its 
close, aays : 

"Our only hopo uudor these oircumatancea 
liea in tho wisdom of Parliament, und my 
earneat prayer is that sufficient patriotism, 
independcr.es and wisdom may bo given to 
Parliament to deal wisely with the atate of 
alljirs which la now so critical. Statesmen 
will aurely romombar thab tho first quality 
requisite, in the statesmanship of a freo 
country, ia Patience, that the socond is Pa- 
tionoe and that tho third is Patienoa. 



MEAN TACTICS. 



Sir Mackenzie Bowoll made an honest 
speech in Wlunipog, a apooah altogothor In 
aocordanco with tho principles profeBsod by 
tho Liberal journals of tho Dominion. He 
refused in the plainest and tho moat direct 
terms to promiao bho moat influential men 
of an influential constituency a grant towards 
a public work which, aa they roproaontod, 
waa badly needed by tho Provinco. The 
Liboral journalists, although thoy are con- 
tinually fcccuaing the Government of 
bribing constituencies with thoir own 
money and uBing grants for publio 
works for electioneering purposes, had 
not a word of commendation for tho way in 
which the Premlar treated the applicants 
for money to improve the navigation of the 
Rod River. On the contrary, thoy aro 
doing thoir beat to mako his refusal of tho 
request of tho Winnipeg petitioners the 
moana of prejudicing the oloctera of that 
alty and of other places, against tho Govern- 
ment. Tho Toronto Globe of the 28th 
makea tho Premier's honest Winnipeg epoech 
tho text ol aa mean an articlo aa haa over 
disgraced a partisan shoot. It may 
bo that tho Globe is annoyed be- 
cause tho Premier aot leading Grit 
politicians so good an example. Hia Win 
nipog speech is calculatod to act aa a check 
on Grit orators when tbey try to insinuate 
as thoy have dono boforo now thab if their 
party were in power public worka would bo 
gonoroualy diatributed among the conatitu 
encloaand public money lavishly eiponded 



A "HIATUS." 



The Seattle Times discuaaes tho Alaska 
boundary question temperately, bub we 
must say its reasoning is more ingenious 
than logical. It says that " tho TimeB did 
not overlook the word ' northward ' which 
it concedeB would settle the quoatlon so far 
aa Bohm Canal being tho boundary, if 
tho treaty did not also mention Portland 
Canal. " Our contemporary will perhaps bo 
Burpriaed to find that Portland Canal ia not 
as much as mentioned in the troaty. 
That document after describing with great 
minuteness the starting point of tha lino of 
demarcation, giving its latitude and longi- 
tude, goes on to say, "la elite ligm remon- 
teraau nord le loiuj de la panne ditc Portland 
Channel." Thore is no placo for a " hiatUB " 
here. It ia cloar that from the point of 
atarting tho lino aBQonds to the north along 
tho channel called Portland Channel. Thia 
la just as plain a direction as is found in 
a deacription of proporty in a deod or 
other legal instrument. What would 
be thought of tho lawyer who would con- 
tend that a lino starting from a poat, the 
eituation of which was minutely deacribed, 
running northwardly so many chainB, oto., 
might be drawn on the plan by running east- 
ward of the post a considerable distance bo 
fore it commenced its northerly course. Such 
a contention would be hoots- 5 at as absurd 
and would not bo entertained for a single 
momont. Yot thia Is substantially 
the plea of our contemporary. Tho descrip- 
tion of the proporty says distinctly ond 
oloarly that its eastern boundary la to com- 
mence at a certain point, and then take a 
northerly direction until it roaches another 
point, which it ia euro to moat if it continues 
far enough in that direction. But our Am- 
erican friends say : Tho starting point is 
all right, but boforo going northwards you 
must run your lino oighty or a hundred 
miloB to tho oast. Tina ia a " hi- 
atua" which is not ao much 
as hinted at in tho description. 
Tho easterly deviation ia made in 
ordor to roach Portland Canal. Now, 
Portland Ganal ia not Portland Chunnol, 
and it ia not contondod that it over bora 
that namo. It la not to bo auppoBod for a 
moment that the man who drow up tho 
broaby would bo bo unutterably Btupid in so 
important adocumont as to make a miatako in 
tho namo of tho channel along which tho lino 
is deacribed in tho Instrument to run! 
Wnon ib is conaidorod that in following the 
iinoof domaroatlon as it isdofi nod in tho treaty 
Portland Canal could not by any poaaiblllty 
bo reached tho absurdity of tho American 
contention ia palpable. Whatever may have 
been tho namo of tho channol along which 
tho line doaoribod in tho troaty ran, it could 
not by any poBaibility bo Portland Canal, 
for that body of wator Ib many milea oasb 
of tho abarting point, and it here tho 
samo namo in 1S25 as ib boars now. 
Our contemporary's theory, that booauso 
tho hundred mlloB oasb waa aoroas a atrotoh 
of open ocean ib was not oonsidorod worth 
while to montion it in tho troaty, will nob 
hold water for a moment. Thoro is no mon- 
tion made in tho troaty of a deviation from 
tho northorly oourao until tho parallol of 
latitude 56° is mot, which Ib directly in 
thab oourao, Wo do nob boo why our con- 
temporary should bogglo about namos when 
it haa a point of tho compass to go by, and 
particularly when tho namo ib In- 
sists on ia nob montioned in tho troaty 
whioh Is its only authority. 



TANNERIES FOR 

BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

In the quarterly roporb of tho Dapartmoni 
of Trade und Commerce of Canada, just to 
hand, thero appears tho aub-reporb of Mr. 
J. S. Larko, tho Canadian commercial agenb 
In" AuaTulaBia. The genbleman in question, 
it will ho rememberod, passed through 
British Columbia on his way to the Antl- 
podoB, and appeared boforo tho boards of 
trado of tho Provinco. His remarks us to 
tho possibility of developing at leuBb one in- 
duatry having p'culiar roferenco to tho 
trado with Australia aro of intoreat, und it 
ia possible, if tho suggestions containtd aro 
acted upon, that thoy may bo productive of 
good. With an export trado to depend up- 
on, British Columbia Ib certainly woll situat- 
ed in overy roapoct for carrying on the tan- 
ning industry in noarly all ita branohea. We 
quote aa follows : 

When In Victoria, on my way here, I 
made aonio inquirioa respecting hemlock 
bark for tanning purpoaes. I was told it 
was found in quantities, and of excollent 
quality. If this bo the oaae there would ap- 
pear to bo a good field for tanning Ieathor for 
Japan, where thero exiato a Btrong and 
Rrowing demand for loathor. A recent or- 
der sent to Molbourno by one Japaneae firm 
of boob manufaoturora, for sole leather, 
amounted to two hundrod and fifty thousand 
dollars. 0.ving to the high priooof hides in 
Eastern Canada it may bo imposaiblo for tbo 
tamers to competo with this trade, but 
wibh hides nhtainod from New South Wales 
and Queeoel.nd, finest tanning mutoriula ab 
hand, and cloao and direct connection with 
both Auatrulia and Japan, British Columbia 
ought to find in this business a promising 
fiold for ita enterprise, labor and capital. 

Another advantage ivhioh British Ool- 
umhlu tanners would probably havo would 
bo cheap oile, whalo, porpolBu and fish oiis 
for dressing Ieathor. Hitherto, whalo and 
porpoise leather havo been largely used, but 
Japan ia oonding an oil, producod, I am ad- 
vised, from a apecios of horring, which iB 
used by some taunero for this purpose in 
cheap leathers, aole and sheop Bkina. Brit- 
ish Columbia is now producing a fish oil, 
whothor it ia suitable for tanners' use I um 
nob aware-, but a Melbourne firm to whose 
attention I brought the artiole la going to 
test it.

DR. MACKAY 

Tells Something About the War Situa- 
tion iu the Island of For- 
mosa. 

The Japanese In a Proper Cause Would 
Not Have Been Re- 
sisted. 

Dr. G. L. Mackay, whoso missionary 
work in Formosa haa mado hia name known 
and respooted throughout tho Christian 
world, is in Viotoria. He is on hia way 
back to Formosa after an absonce of two 
yours. Dr. Mackay is a Canadian, hia na- 
tivo placo boing Xorra, in Oxford county, 
Ontario, not far from Woodstock. When a 
young man he decided to go to Formosa and 
wont there in 1872, the first missionary in 
that field. In oighb months ho had mat- 
tered tho Chinese language sufficiently to 
preach to tho natives in their own tongno 
and has Blnco mado his lifo work among tho 
FormosanB. Hia idea being that na- 
tivea should bo trained to the 
work instead of bringing missionaries 
from outaido places he has succeeded in 
establishing a college in which natives are 
iustructod in misaionary work. Ho haa had 
many hairbreudth eacapea from death ; 
many times ho was robbed by natives and 
his life waa in clangor ; but now he haa 
gained tho reapeat and confidence of tho 
people Dr. Maokay haa mado extensive 
rcBearohea in soionco, eapeclally ethnology 
and geology, and has written on tho geology 
of Formosa. The Presbyterian General 
Aseembly of Canada lust year marked their 
appreciation of his missionary work by 
electing him thoir Moderator. His family 
and a young Formosan student go back to 
Formosa with him. 

" The whole trouble in Formosa might 
have been avoided," said Dr. Maokay, "had 
the Japanese pursued a differonb course 
when they took possession of tho island. 
Tho indifTorenco and contempt shown by tho 
Japanese troops to all things Chinese was 
taken advantage of by Chinese literary men 
to writo and circulate slanders against the 
conquerors and bo arouse in tho minds of the 
inhabitants of tho island a feeling that great 
injuatice and indignity would bo hoaped 
upon them. For instance ib was said that 
the Formosana would be obliged to cut off 
thoir queueB, tho Japanese aimiDg to destroy 
what Id a distinguishing mark of 'subjects of 
the Tartar dynasty. Had tho Japanose at 
onco issued, as thoy slnco havo done, pro- 
clamations stating that tho inhabitants 
would not bs interfered with in their 
occupations and that no taxes would bo im- 
posed fjr a year all would havo beon well. 
Instead they assumed an arrogant at- 
titudo, and in their lndifferenco 
the soldiers went about carelessly 
in parties of ton and twolvo, whioh were 
ofton attacked and destroyed by the Ha- 
kaiB, a warlike aod numerous tribo occupy- 
ing tho country botwoen the Chinese settle- 
ments on the coast and the savages in tho 
mountains. Those Hakais, erronoously sup- 
posed by many to bo the aboriglneB of For- 
mosa, originally oame from the country be- 
tween Canton and Swatow, in China. They 
settled in Formosa ond woro called by the 
inhabitants Hakal, or ' strangers,' a namo 
that has slnco clung to thorn. Thoy are a 
high-spirited, hardy and finely doveloped 
raco of mountaineers and also a seafaring 
people, their numerous towns and villages 
oooupying a atrotoh of country among tho 
hills. They aro better armed than tho 
auvageB who occupy the mountains In the 
contre of the Island, as on the outbreak of 
the war botween China and Japan modern 
firoarma wero broughb in from outside 
places. In fnob, Mr. McKay Bays that to a 
cortain extent thoy mighb ho compared to 
tho Highlanders of Scotland. 

" Had the Chinese troops on tho mainland 
boen compoaod of people liko tho Hakais, 
tho Japanese would havo found tho war a 
far more difficult task than thoy did. Well, 
theBO pooplo spurred on to resistance by the 
falao reports spread by the ChineBo lltorary 
men already roforrod to, enrollod undor tho 
Black Flag, reaolved to strivo to mako 
Formosa indepondont, with Liu, a high 
oliiclal, as thoir ruler. That tho Japaneeo 
ill in time conquer them is a foregone con 
cluBion, but only ut tho oxponoo of much 
bloodshed and hard fighting. I venture 
to say," romarkod Dr. Maokay, "that had the 
Japanoso acted us Great Britain would have 
dono undor liko clrcumatancoB, Formosa 
could havo boen ocoupiod practically 
without firing a shot. Instead of 
assuming an arrogant, contemptuous 
attitude thoy should havo immediately 
anding had proclamations poated up 
assuring the inhabitants that their private 
rights would bo protected and they would 
bo treated justly and kindly, "thon thore 
would havo beon no fighting in Formosa. 

Tho war in Formosa has dono groat 
harm to missionary work, for tho nativo 
Christiana havo nooosaarily suffered heavily.

MiaB Cunningham testified that Mrs. Leako 

did not tell her what bIio had soon, bob 

when naked to reveal tho aouiso of her in- 
formation, witness declined to answer the 

question. An order wub made committing 

tho witness to tho county jail for contempt. 
The defence placed on the Btand eight 

more students who attended the lecture l>y 

Dr. Cheney on April :>, to testify us to 
whether they hart answered to Durrant'a 
name at roll call. Each witness gavo a nega- 
tive answer. Not a student remembered 
having sejan tho defendant. The noteB of 
each witness were placed in evidence by tho 
prosecution. 

When tho Durrant case was resumed this 
morning, Judge Murphy announced that he 
had decided not to sond Miss Cunningham 
to prison for refusing to tell the name of tho 
person who told her that Mrs. Loako would 
testify. Ho said he had serious doubts as 
to the propriety of tho question, aa he did 
not believe tho defence had a right to go 
fishing for witnesses who might or might 
not Impeach Mrs. Leake's toatimony. The 
jud[»e also said tho Supreme court of Cali- 
fornia hud sustained the right of a news- 
paper reporter in refusing to tell where he 
obtained certain Information. The judge 
then aaid he would make a final ruling on 
tho question next Tuesday. In tho mean- 
time no would hear arguments on the point 
from the opposing attorneys. 

Frank A. Sademan, janitor of Emanuel 
church at the time of the murders, was re- 
called and examined regarding the venti- 
lators. Toe dofonce tried to show that the 
attic was so poorly ventilated that a person 
might easily have been overcome by escap- 
ing gas.

Explorations in tbe Queen Charlottes — 
A Very Sad Case — Heavy 
Salmon Receipts- 

Tho largest cargo sho has carried since 
her convorBion into a passenger steam*) 
brought in from the North by the Danube, 
on her return to port laBt ovening. Of 
course salmon formed the bulk of tho con 
signments, there being 19,091 cases in all, 
divided as follows : 728 oases from tho 
Balmoral Canning Co.; 1,000 from the In- 
verness ; 3,2b"( from tho Victoria Packing 
Co.; 0.000 from tho River's Inlot Canning 
Co.; 568 from tho Alort Bay Canning Co ; 
1,000 from tho Good Hopo Canning Co., and 
r>li'2 shipped by tho North Pacific Packing 
Co. Tho other freight consignments in- 
cluded 5,400 cases of ompty tins from tho 
North Pacific, B. A., River's Inlot and 
Wanuuck canneries, and 04 drums and 
barrels of oil from the Skidogato Works. 
Tho round trip was an exceptionally fair 
one, and was thoroughly onjoyod by all who 
made it. 

At Fort Simpson, just prior to her depar- 
ture, tho Danube hoard of tho wreck of a 
small steamer three weeks ago off Capo Fox. 
The name was not known to tho IndiunB 
who gave tho information, but it could not 
have been tho Cnilcat they roferred to, as 
this second steamer had been abandoned by 
her officers and crow in Tongaa Narrows— 
to drift 40 miles or moro to Stovenaon 
island, where Bho was made a prize by tho 
Simpson Indians. The American survey 
party in charge of Mr. Dickenson wero also 
met with at Simpson, where, having com- 
pleted their work to their entiro aatisfac 
tion, they woro awoiting tho arrivol of tho 
Patterson to convey them to Seattlo. 

From Queen Cnarlotto islands tho Danubo 
had several passengers, among thorn being 
Dr. Newcombo, Mr. C. E. Walker, Mr. 
Bowker, and the Doctor's two sons. ThiB 
party have been exploring Graham island 
thoroughly during tho paBt three months, 
and bring back with them a large collection 
of specimens that will form a valuable con. 
tribution to the provincial musoum. Mr. 
Mitchell and Mr. W. A. Robertson were 
two other passengers from Queen Charlotte's, 
where the former has been endeavoring, 
though without success, to re locate tho 
famous Lukoy Iedgo. Mr. Robertson has 
been doing comiderable prospecting, and at 
the same tim'j looking generally after his 
coal proper ica on the Island. 

Still ui'i.iher Skidegate passenger was 
Mr. J »n.ea King, tho voteran timher cruiser, 
who ij«b on the present oocaBion been 
through Graham island from Skidogato to 
Aden harbor and Ogdon river, locating nu 
merous fine timber properties and consider 
able good agricultural land in thiB new ter 
ritory. Explorer Poudrler had oIbo re 
turned from Queen Charlotte to Fort Simp- 
son on the 28ch, having made numerous 
surveys and locations for a private syndi 
cate ; he is now at Poacher island, where 
further Burvey work will keep him busy 
until tho end of November. 

Stove Munson, tho noted plonoor of China 
Creek, camo down by the Danube also, but 
under exceptionally distressing circum- 
stances. Hobas been acting Btrangely of 
late, and not loDg ago made several at- 
tomptB to kill his wife— first by shooting 
and then by throwing her overboard from 
canoe. Hie friends roalizjd that ho was 
not in hia right senses and ho was accord 
ingly brought to Vic'.oiia by Constable 
Scharschmidt in order that his Banity may 
bo inquired into and ateps taken to if poasl 
bio secure his restoration to mental houlth.
